THE iASKINGTpN FARCE. 

HE WRITES A CHRISTMAS LETTER ABOUT THE 
ASSASSINATION. 

WjLSiUKOTON,. Dec. 27— Guiteau came 
into, court thia morning looking paler than 
usual. He had -not slept well. A man 
was placed in tho cell i.car his who v uS 
suffering from a violent typo of mani:;, 
caused by excessive usu of n^orphine/and 
during tlio whole night liis_iBhrieks-rang 
thrbngh)[the jail- Guiteau was annoyed 
and:askra^hat' was 'tho occa&Ion for such 
a riot. Tho Uoepors replied: " We have 
a crazy man there to-night." "Well,"' 
said Guiteau, "why don't you clioko him 
and mako liiin keep quiet, and not let 
respoctablo peoplu be disturbed in this 
w.ay by a miserable lunatic." 

Dr. Cullender being on the stand Sco- 
villeputahj-pothotical question which em- 
braced the clause, "suppose tho prisoner 
believed hiinself^f tojjioj'.a/partnor with 
Jesus Christ." 

Judge Porter protested against tho 
question as blasphemous, and it would bo 
a disgrace to the co.irt, justice and a 
Christian nation to allow it to bo enter- 
tained for a moment. 

Scovilleroplied,thatif no allusion could 
be made to what is claimed by tho pri- 
soner to bo tho actuating motive or influ- 
ence that led to his act, tlion the whole 
defence would be swept aw.iy :it a single 
stroke. 

Porter proceeded to insist upon his 
view, and declared tho time had come 
when in the name of the American pooiilo 
and on behalf of the government of a ft d- 
eral ctuirt, he felt it Ids duty to demand 
that the pri.snner be reninved to the dock. 

Guiteau, spitefully — "Olil you do, you 
big-inouthed f'orter. " Court ollicials sit- 
ting behind prisoner attempted to cjuiet 
him, when he wheeled around and snarl- 
ed at one of them, "Will y.jii mind your 
own busines.s, m- I'll slap ynii in the 
mouth, you fuu! !" 

Judge Porter ctuitiuued his remarks, 
and Guiteau again interrupted him and 
shouted, "Well, you had better mind 
your own business, Judge Porter!" 

.Judge Porter — That i.s my business hero 
to-day, and, your honor, J must insist on 
my motion of Saturday that the prisoner 
be removed to the dock. 

Scoville arose to speak, when Judge Cox 
said: "Loi mo know first if tho coun- 
sel desire to be heard upon the motion 
to remove prisoner to the dock." 

Judge Davidge then proccodod to speak 
upon the motion. He believed tho time 
had come . when every one present was 
perfectly aatisfled tho prisoner was per- 
fectly sane in respect to his behaviour, 
and amcn&ble to tho same rules as other 
prisoners. 

ScoviUe said he would assent to any 
proposal which might bo deemed neces- 
sary. No one had auOercd more than he 
had from the prisoner's behavior. 

Guiteau, interrupting— "Well, it's be- 
cause you are a jackass in this case. If 
I had a decent counsel I would not have 
any ocaision for renuirks. You are do- 
ing well enough on j'our theory, but your 
theory is altogether too narrow. You 
haven't brains enough for this case." 

Oorkhill insisted upon removal to the 
prisoner's dock, and removal from around 
liim of the special policeman who were 
not regular attendants of the Court, and 
that ho should be kept in the dock with 
no other special protection than is ac- 
corded any other prisoner. 

Guiteau, trembling with anger or ap- 
prehension, shouted:.-.' !£ou. want to shoot 
mo do you, Corkhill ? " You c.in't convict 
me, so you want to get me shot ! Y'oii 
might as well hang ino up outside and 
tell men to shoot me. 1 tell you," rais- 
ing his voice .almost ^ a shriek, "God 
Almighty would curse you, .sir, if I w.as 
put in a dock and shot, ydu miserable 
wretch, you." 

Scoville, with much fooling, protested 
against the proposition of tho District At- 
torney, which could not bo understood 
by any ono other than a.s an invitation to 
all who heard it to shoot tho prisoner if 
the opportunity was offered. After a most 
impressive argument by Judge Porter, in 
which he repelled the rcllection of tho 
counsel for defense upon the District 
.\ttorncy, .Judge Cox gave his opinion 
stating that no certain inea.siire to silence 
tho prisoner could have been taken that 
would not have abridged his constitution- 
al rights, whereas it had boon deemed, 
and he thought rightly, that tho prison- 
er's behavior and uttcr.ances would prove 
the best means of determining hi.s mental 
condition. He ordered tho prisoner re- 
moved to the dock, v.-hichwas then done. 

On Christmas morning Ciuiteau sent a 
long letter to the press wliicli commenc- 
ed: "Christm.as greeting, 1881, Ijy Charles 
Guiteau: To-day is Christmas, and I 
greet tho .American people with merry 
Christmas." Ho goes on to contrast his 
experience in the present holiday season 
with that of previous ones. lie said tho 
Lord had put this work On him and ho 
did his best. "I .suffer in bunds as a pa- 
triot, but 1 am ill honorable company. 
Washington was a patriot. Washington 
led the arniio.) of the revulutitm through 
eight years bloody war to victory and 
glory. General Grant led the army to 
victory and glory, and to day the nation 
is proaporou.s and happy. I am well sa- 
tisfied with the Deity's conduct of this 
case thus far, and I have no doubt but 
that lie will continue to further direct to 
the end that tlie public may sooner or 
later see the special providence in tlie 
the late President's removal. Noliiing 
but the politicil situation last spring jus- 
tified his removal. Had Jefferson Davi-s 
and a dozen or two of his co-traitors been 
shot dead in Januai-y, 1801, no doubt our 
rebellion never woohl have been. Gen.. 
Grant suppressed ono war, and Provi- 
dence and I saved the nation. .\a time 
advances tho public will appreciate this 
fact more and more. I have no doubt 
as to my .spiritual destiny. I h.ave always 
been a lover of the Lord, and whotlier I 
live one year or fifty I am his as a matter 
of fact.: f-I-thiakl shall live to bo Presi- 
dentr Tho'^Dcity'J to my entire satisfac- 
tion, know.s that I simply executed his 
will, and I know it, and many people are 
beginning to ace it, and they see it more 
and more as time advances. I put up 
my life at Deity's inspiration and I have 
not come to grief yet; and I h.avo no idea 
I shall'biscaus'e I don't think I am des- 
tined to be shot or hung, but that is a 
matter for Deity to pass on and not mo. 
Whenever my exit is made from this 
world I Iiave no doubt but my name and 
work will go thundering down tho ages, 
but woe unto the men that kill me, pri- 
vately or judicially."
